The People of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate 
and Assembly, do enact as follows : 

SECTION 1. The board of trustees of the Wisconsinlmr.Mal 
state hospital for the insane, are hereby authorized and wings.

It shall be the duty of the said board 
of trustees to so construct the internal arrangement 
of said wings as, in conjunction with the present build-
ing, to afford accommodation for the reception and 
treatment of the largest practicable number of insane 
persons consistent with the welfare and proper treat-
ment of such persons.

Use committee. their executive committee such powers, and require of 
said committee the performance of such duties, as are 
required of said board to carry out the provisions of 
this act, said committee being at all times subject to 
the control and direction of the board ; and the said 
board of trustees shall set forth in its annual report 
the proceedings had and expenses incurred by virtue 
of this act. 

Appropriation. 	SECTION 6. The sum of forty thousand dollars is 
hereby appropriated out of any money in the state 
treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the construc-
tion of the work authorized by this act, to be drawn 
from the treasury as hereinafter provided. So much 
of said appropriation, not exceeding the sum of twenty 
thousand dollars, may be drawn from the treasury from

treasury on the warrant of said committee, during the
